After the fall of Hong Kong, 
many local boys, Chinese, Bura- 
sians, Portuguese and Indians 
made their way to ‘ree China 
and then to India. Most of 
them joined up with different 
forces and were seperated, un- 
til early in 1944, when Brigadier 
J. M. Calvert, formerly uf Hong 
Kong, called the local boys ‘o- 
gether and prepared them for 
the second Wingate Expedition. 

The H.K. Volunteer Company 
was thus formed and put under 
the command of Major Bellamy 
Brown, also an old H.K. resi- 
dent. In the beginning, there 
wero 180 in the Unit but with 
casualties, the present number 
fs only 75, 

AIR-BORNE UNITS 

They were attached to the 
Chindaita formed part of the 
famoua air-borne division whic), 
landed behind the Japanese 
lines in the Burmese junglea. 

The first important Burmcse 
town to fall to British arms was 
Moguang and th WK.V.1NC, 
played a prominen role in its 
enpture. For six long months, 
unalded seemingly forgotten, the 
Hong Kong Volunteers fought 
in the dense jungles, and some 
of thom walked over 1,000 miles 
before they rejoined their coms 
pany in India. 

It was during this period that 
the majority of those lost were 
Iedlled in nection. They were landed 
by eiiders having pboen specially 
trained for guerilla warfare. { 
they had not been able to beat the 
Japs at tho gamo of camouflage- 
warfare, fow of thom would be 
nlivo to-day. 

MALAYA LANDINGS 

They were to have participated 
in the third Wingate expadition, 
but the close of the war preven! 
that. 

However, the Company wae 
proud to be among the first 
units to lad in Malaya. This 
time they were in different groups 
which mndo landings at Port } 
son, Ponang, Malacea and Port 
Swettenham, whore they still are. 

Young Cyril Couspbell . is* tho 
first to cons pack on leave.

The Japanese orkdnaly pry 
mused the dudunesians independ 
ence, whipped then tea frenzy of 
nationslion, then fobbed them olf 
with excuses, Inying all blame for 
delay oon the war and the Ales 
and Earopenn races generally 

The result has been to foment 
nearly the whole of Java into 
nostale of lawlessness and hatred 
of the outside ‘world. This 
is blind unreasoning, and quite 
often beyond the control of ity 
leaders. Ino such conditions arn, 
ed thurgery, oo viulvnee, robbery 
and pillage flourish, gang leaders 
taking advantaie of Che confusion 
while paying lip service to the 
national cause.

THE STAGE WAS SET 

[t was not until mid-September 
that the first Allied troops landed 
in Java and the Japanese had had 
n month to “set the stage.” Wea- 
pons had been giyen to the extre- 
mists and the “independence” of 
the Indonesians proclaimed.  Un- 
der the surronder terms the Japa- 
nese had been made responsible 
for law and order until the Allies 
arrived, but the British troops 
found 9 situntion of disorder ond 
mob violence beyond the control 
even of Indonesian leaders. 

The Allies arrived with two 
simple objoctives—to round-up 
Jnpanese troops and release of 
Allicd internees and prisoners of 
war. Their duties aro 50 obvioun- 
ly necessary that I don't think 
anyone has yet argued they should 
not -be porformed. 

Those two objectives still stand 
and are the only reason for the 
continued presence of, Allied 
troops. The quostion of the fu- 
ture form of tha Government of 
Java is not involved. That is a 
matter between tho Dutch and the 
Indonesians, But os Jong ag the 
Indonesians persist ,in attacking 
Allied troops and. preventing them 
from capturing tho Japaness ond 
releasing. prisoners,, then ‘ tho 
troops must and will dofend thom:

The main “grouse” of hones 
anxious to resume business was 
that when applications were made 
to the Impert and Export Office 
they were told that the preseribed 
forgis were not yet ready, 

Mr. Taylor sald that this was 
true only in the first two days 
when the forms were being print- 
ed, Since then the f. and FE, Occ 
had reveived oa Inrge quantity of 
the various forms, sufficient to 
meet all demanda. 

Regarding applications for 
licences — involving foreign — ex- 
change, Mr. Taylor said that final 
approval of such applications rest- 
ed entirely with the Financial 
Adviser without whose permission 
the I, and E. Offco could not tasue 
a licence. 

The import of certain 
Mr. Traylor pyinted out, still 
under Government control. Goods 
affected are mainly foodstuffs such 
as rice, flour, meals, canned milk, 
milk powder, dried beans and peas, 
salt, sugar, oll seed, fats, yenst, 
hides, leather and jute.

An overheard telephone conver: 
sation between Hitler, spenking 
from his headquarters in Smo- 
fenak, aad Doonitz in Parla was 
described by a technical official of 
the Post Office to-day as one of 
the daring exploits of Resistance 
workerw in the postal service. 

An 104@ British intelligence of- 
ficera with the Maquis requested 
M. Keller, who later died in a con- 
centration camp, to listen to tele 
phone conversations on the muin 
french cable. 

Almost 68 per cent. of tho traMe 
on this cablo was reserved for Ger- 
moan comorunications. During 
three months the cable between 
Paris and Metz, which was relay- 
ed direct (9 Smolensk via Berlin, 
was connected to a gmall villn near 

aux, in the Scine and Marne 
Vopartment. Engineers and: inter- 
proters there “tapped” the cable 
day and night. 

{t was during this period that 
M. Vell, one of the group, over- 
heard the conversation between 
Hitler and Doenitz. 

In 1943 the group ‘decided to tap 
the Parla-Strasbourg cable from a 
villa near Paris. It was here that 
the Geatapo arrested Keller and 
somo of his colleagues. 

My informant was caught in o 
cafe while conferring with Bri- 
tish intelligence officers, none of 
whom has been heard from since.

They did 
not deny fighting the Allies but 
anid that they did so as members 
of the regular fighting forces of 
the Provisional Government of 
Freo. India for the liberation of 
India and therefore the Court 
had no right to try them.

In Britain 


The Government's Intention to 
deal at an enrly date with prior 
tlaimy to naturalisation was men-~ 
tioned by Mr. Ede, Home Scero- 
tary, at question time in the House 
of Commona, 

Replying to Sir, Jocelyn Lucas 
(Cons.) he anid that in consider- 
ing the reapening of naturalisn- 
tion the Government had in mind 
many who not only had become an- 
sigilnted to our ways of life and 
had statutory qualifleations, .but 
had special claims to be admitted 
to British citizenship. 

Some had served in HLM. Forces, 
othern had contributed sin civilinn 
capacities to the war effort, others 
were providing employment and 
assisting our export trade, It was 
necordingly specially desirable to 
bring to an end the suspension 
which was imposed in 1940 on the 
investigation of applications for 
naturalisation, 

It would be necessary to require 
applicants, or certain classes of 
applicants, to submit evidence of 
their clalms to priority. The 
machinery required would be 
settled as quickly o8 possible. In 
the meantime prospective appli- 
conte should not lodge their appli 
cations in his department, 

It had Deen decided that con- 
sideration of the 6,600 applications 
lodjeed up to Nov. 20, 1940, and 
till undecided, should not. prevent 
work being started at an eorly 
date on other applications from 
those who had valid claims to 
prior attention on the jrroundna he 
had mentioned, The work would 
have to bo spread over a compara- 
tively lengthy period. No pains, 
however, would be spared to make 
the machinery for dealing with the 
task na effective as possible.

USE OF JAPANESE 

The Communists also agvert- 
ed that Japanese soldiers were

The use of Japanese to repuir 
railroads is not remarkanle in 
ny way as it'a the Govern- 
ment’s policy to put the Japan- 
ese troops to work to repair 
tome of the havoc they have 
caused to China's transpurt sy- 
stem. 

The Communists also charged 
the Japanese soldiers of build- 
ing blockhouses along the ruil: 
road for the Nationalists. 

On the whow, ro serious 
fighting between the Nation- 
alists and Communists appear- 
ed to be taking place anywhere 
in China.

SUIYUAN SIEGES 


In Suiyuan province, the cities 
of Kweisui and Paotow are still’ 
under siege but the defenders 
though running short of food, 
fuel and ammunition appear to 
be withstanding repeated Com- 
munist onslaughts. 

The Communists reported the 
Nationalists started a drive 
against Communist-held villages 
near the Shantung seaport of 
Tsingtao, one of the points 
where United States Marines 
are at present stationed. 

They also reported the spread 
of a “traitors’ movement” in 
Communiast-controlled territory.

MOLTIMATUM TO NORWAY 

A document * dated April 4, 
1940, taken from the file of Ger- 
man Naval Operation orders, gave 
iistructions that the German 
ships taking part in the invasion 
of Norway should be disculsed 
as British vessely, and should 
answer any challenges in Eng: 
Hah, using names of British war- 
shipa. 

The prosecutor read oxtracts 
from the ultimatum that the 
Germans presented to Norway 
after the landing of German 
troops. It contained a threat to 
crush all resistance, coupled with 
a declaration of respect for the 
territorial Integrity and independ: 
ence of the country. 

Looking across at the men in

Even so sober and progressive 
a journal as the “Economist” 
has begun to ask, itself ques- 
tons ua “Whither Govern. 
ment?" And It would seem that 
Churchill's four-pronged —as- 
sault on the release of man- 
power, housing, trade and cr- 
penditure has, to say the least, 
provoked both thought and com- 
ment, 

Says the “Economist™: “The 
charge nyainst Government jis not 
that dt ia overdving its interven- 
thons in economic affairs, but that 
it is confining them to formalities 
of organisation, not that it is 
planning too much but that it isn 
planning the wrong things.” 

The journal asserts that “drastle 
Intervention” t® needed ino regard 
to the ostecl oahip-building and 
motor car Induatrivs, 

“It has long become apparent 
that only the state can dnitinte a 
plan of technical rationalisation 
sulfledently far renehinug to rescue 
industry from the vieious circle of 
restrictioniany into whieh dt has 
been driven by one decade of de. 
pression and a second decade of 
protection.” 

The journal sugprests that Gov 
ernment (should stabilise the neti- 
vities of the shin-bullding indus- 
try” and ensure the existence of a 
merehant nivy of the proper size 
and balance Tt also points out 
that during the war Britain pro- 
duced aireraft: more cheaply than 
America, 

INTERVENTION SUGGESTED 

The “Economist, considering 
this an n fit case for intervention, 
sigmesty that $f Government 
should “ask the motor car Indus- 
try to submit co-operative designs 
for nv more than ten models of 
cars and then to concentrate 
orders for each model on one or 
two factories, British cars, like 
British aircraft, might be much 
cheaper than American.” 

Press comments favour the 
formulation of a wages policy as 
the solution to ralsing output. 
Employers, especially in the build- 
ing industry, sny that it will give 
them a chance to pick keen ser- 
vicemen for Inbour instead of the 
present tired older men.
